INTERIO R DEPARTM ENT. 


T he P ublic D om ain—C ivilization o f the 
Indians—P en sion M atters. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 2d.—The annual 
report of the Secretary of the Interior opens 
with a brief review of the opening of Okla­ 
homa, the successful negotiations of a treaty 
w ith the Sioux Indians, aud the admission 
of four new States. 
In reviewing the pro­ 
gress of the work of the Cherokee Commis­ 
sion, the Secretary speaks at length of 
leases to cattle companies, and recommends 
the necessity of Congress m aking more ex­ 
act and stringent laws prohibiting the di­ 
rect interference of citizens with the move­ 
ment of the Governm ent when attem pting 
negotiations w ith Indian tribes. Speaking 
of the coming censos of 1890, the Secretary 
suggests, upon recommendation of Super 
intendent Porter, that our decennial census 
would be far more complete and satisfac­ 
tory if the Census Office were m ade a per­ 
m anent bureau. 
Patents were issued during the year for 
12,784,715.16 acres of land, including agri­ 
cultural, m ineral, coal, railroad, swamp, 
etc. The total am ount of cash sales reached 
$9,379.410. There rem ain pending in the 
office at the end of the fiscal year 180,618 
final entries of all classes. Of original en­ 
tries of all classes, 853,984; railroad selec­ 
tions undisposed of, 29.444.251 ceres, not 
including 304,926 acres of Oregon cagon- 
road selections, and swamp selections of 
the various States covering over 2,060,000 
acres were pending, and educational and 
internal im provem ent selections covering 
1,978,472 acres. 
On the subject of irrigation the Secretary 
reviews at length the work of thegeological 
survey and the reports of the Surveyor- 
General of the various W estern States and 
Territories, and recommends that the at­ 
tention of Congress be invited to the neces­ 
sity of determ ining at the present session 
w hether it will establish perm anently the 
reservation of all irrigable arid regions, and 
if so what general laws it may deem best 
adapted to regulate the supply and use of 
water under Governm ent control. Action, 
it is recommended, should be taken w ith­ 
out delay, and the system, if prosecuted by 
the National Govermennt, should be based 
on comprehensive, liberal and practical 
provisions. 
Regarding private land claims the Secre­ 
tary says the proper officers have investi­ 
gated and reported upon num erous private 
land claims embracing m illions of acres, 
and these reports have been laid before 
Congress, which alone, under the existing 
statutes, can confirm or reject them . The 
titles to some have been determined valid, 
bat m any are still pending tor want of ac­ 
tion by the legislative body. 
W here pre­ 
lim inary surveys have operated, in connec­ 
tion with official construction of the law, 
tracts have been reserved from entry or im ­ 
provement by actual settlers under the pub­ 
lic land system and the land has been left 
to the enjoym ent of the claimants. The 
Secretary speaks at some length of the ab­ 
solute necessity of legislation on the sub­ 
ject. The present condition works con­ 
stant private injury and is a national dis­ 
credit. 
U nder the head of surveys the Secretary 
calls attention to the report of the Acting 
Commissioner of the General Laud Office 
in the m atter of allowance m ade to Dep- 
u ’y Surveyors by the First Comptroller in 
1886 and 1887, which, in his opinion, were 
grossly irregular. These allowances relate 
to certain contracts in California under the 
"deposit system ,” and the Acting Commis­ 
sioner recommends that an investigation 
be directed in these cases, to the end that 
the money, or some portion thereof, paid 
out in this illegal m anner may be recov­ 
ered to the Government. The Acting Com­ 
missioner states that the special agents re­ 
port that efforts have been made by certain 
wealthy individuals and corporations to 
fraudulently acquire titles to large tracts of 
coal lands, and says that extensive bodies 
of these lands, which will eventually be 
of great value, are being illegally apropri- 
ated, the guards and restrictions of the law 
as it now stands being entirely insufficient 
to prevent »uch a monopoly by unscrupu­ 
lous speculators. 
It is recommended that 
a thorough geological survey be authorized 
by Congress, and that the Secretary be 
given discretionary powers to reserve from 
sale all or any portion of lands supposed to 
contain valuable coal, and, if he deem it 
advisable, to lease for a period of years 
lands so reserved, upon such conditions 
and restrictions as will compel the lessees 
to furnish setlers with coal at moderate 
prices. 
Strenuous efforts are being made by the 
Departm ent to prevent and punish the u n ­ 
lawful appropriation of public tim ber by 
individuals and corporations. 
Referring to dangers by forest fires, etc., 
threatening our great forest, besides depre­ 
dations, the Secretary earnestly recom­ 
mends to Congress the appointm ent of a 
Commission to take into consideration the 
subject of public tim ber lands, with a view 
to ascertaining the best m ethod for their 
treatm ent, preservation or disposal. 
In reviewing the work of the Geological 
Survey, the Secretary says the researches 
upon the quicksilver of the Pacific slope 
and the iron ores of the Lake Superior 
regions have been especially im portant. 
T he metallic products of the United States 
during 1888 am ounted in value to $256,245,­ 
406. In addition non-m etallic minerals 
were produced to the value of $328,914,528, 
m aking the total $591,659,931. The wealth 
ot the annual m ineral product of the 
country continues to increase, the yearly 
increase in 1886, 1887 and 1888 being re­ 
spectively 8.64 per cent,, 16 6 per c e n t, and 
9 04 per cent f-.r each year over its predeces­ 
sor. It is worthy of note that this increase 
is largely in non-m etallic minera!, the ex­ 
istence and ases of which ere made known 
through scientific researches rather than 
through the application of old methods 
in the exploitation of well-known minerals. 
One of the most im portant works of the 
Geological Survey is the study of soils and 
the development of m ethods for the re­ 
clamation of waste lands, ana this work is 
progressing well. 
The number of Indians in the United 
States (not counting Alaska) is about 250,­ 
000. They occupy, or have control of, 
about 116,630,106 acres. The number of 
children of school age is estimated at 40 
000, and under school age, 10,000. 8tati 
tics regarding the work of the India c 
schools are submitted and commented on 
at length, and the Secretary says this 
school system, with its attendant practices, 
is worthy of adoption and expansion until 
it may be made to embrace ail the Indian 
youth. 
Wheu an Indian has been taught 
that he ought to work a great change is 
wrought in him ; when he does work prof­ 
itably and intelligently he has been trans­ 
formed indeed. 
Unfortunately the ex­ 
pense to the Government of the expansion 
of this system will be apparently increased 
for a time, but reflection will3how that this 
temporary increase will soon be overcome 
by decreased expenditures in other direc­ 
tions. 
The allotment of lands is attended by 
citizenship for the Indians, and that cit- 
izanship onght to bring with it the privi­ 
leges of the common school of a white 
man in all its grades. Thus, whenever an 
Indian, receiving bis alloted land, cultivates 
it and has his family within the borders of 
any State where white men have a common 
school system, the Indian should become 
privileged to use that system of schooling 
the same as any one else. 
Bat of coarse 
this could not be effected without taxation 
on his land or Government payment of 
such taxes. 
It has been suggested to the 
Secretary that the use of common schools 
in this general effort to civilize the Indian 
should be resorted to at every opening or 
opportunity. 
Considering the dependent pension ques­ 
tion, the Secretary savs he is not disposed 
to confer upon all who may ask it the 
money of the people, and would have con­ 


fined to well-ascertained lim its the claims 
of those who demand pensions. Neverthe­ 
less, disregard of those whose disability has 
become since the war so great as to m ake 
them dependent would be unjust to them 
and unw orthy of the country. 
Legislation 
is suggested to remedy defects in the Jaw 
regarding the increase in pensions for 
widews and children, partial disabilities 
and inequalities in rates. 
Regarding the 
granting of a pension to a soldier who had 
been disnonoraoly discharged, the Secretary 
says it was in the strict construction of the 
law, but recommeuds that a distinct Act be 
passed affecting all cases hereafter, aud pro­ 
hibiting a pension to anyone dishonorably 
discharged. The report of the Commis­ 
sioner of Railways is teviewed at length, 
and several of his commendations con­ 
curred in. The m atter ot settlem ent has 
been so fully discussed by Congress that 
the Secretary contents him self with pre­ 
senting views of the Commissioner and sev­ 
eral railroad men, and w ithout recom­ 
m endation further than that It should re­ 
ceive early and earnest attention as one of 
the most im portant financial subjects to be 
dealt with. 
The rem ainder of the report is devoted to 
a review of the annual reports of the Gov­ 
ernors of the Territories and their recom­ 
mendations, the Bureau of Education and 
the work of 
the 
various Government 
eleemosynary institutions. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 


O pening of D oth D ouses—R eed's Stirring 
Speech. 
W ash in g to n , December 2d.—There wa3 
little or no excitem ent attending the open­ 
ing of the Fifty-first Congress on the Senate 
side. The public curiosity seemed largely 
transferred to the House. 
The interest in the floor was devoted 
largely to the Senators from new States. 
They had seats assigned them on the Re­ 
publican side. 
8enator Casey of North Dakota took his 
seat on the end of the second row, against 
the north wall. Directly behind him sat 
the 
W ashington 
Senators, 
Allen 
and 
Squires, while Pettigrew and Moody of 
South Dakota were in the fourth row, near 
the center of the room. 
Senator Pierce of North Dakota has the 
end seat in the fourth row, but he is not 
present to-day. 
On the Democratic side there are twoseats 
so far unassigned. 
They will be occupied 
by the Senators from M ontana when they 
have been chosen. 
As the gallery doors swung outward there 
was a wild rush for seats, and in a few m o­ 
m ents there was standing-room only. On 
the floor the members mingled together, 
chatting and laughing. 
At noon the Vice-President entered the 
Senate chamber, and the Chaplain opened 
the proceedings w ith prayer. 
The oath of office was adm inistered by 
the Vice-President to Senators Chandler of 
New H am pshire and N athan F. Dixon of 
Rhode Island. 
The credentials of Moody and Pettigrew 
of South Dakota, and Allen and Squires of 
W ashington, were presented. 
Platt moved that the oath of office be 
administered. 
The motion was agreed to, and the four 
new Senators, each escorted by a Senator, 
proceeded to the Clerk’s desk amid ap­ 
plause trom the galleries and took the oath 
of office. 
Senators Edm unds and H arris were ap­ 
pointed a comm ittee to join a like com m it­ 
tee from the House to inform the Presi­ 
dent that the Congress was ready to receive 
any communication that he may choose to 
make. 
A resolution providing for the continu­ 
ance of a select Committee on Transporta­ 
tion and on the sale of m eat products was 
agreed to. 
Aldrich offered a resolution, which was 
laid over, for the appointm ent of a select 
committee of nine Senators, to be called 
the Centennial Committee, and to which 
shall be referred all m atters connected with 
the proposed celebration of the four hu n ­ 
dredth anniversary of the discovery of 
America. 
T H E HOUSE. 
A t noon Clerk Clark called the House to 
order. Roll-call showed the presence of 
327 members, the three absentees being 
O’Neal of Indiana, Randall of Pennsyl­ 
vania and W hithorne of Tennessee. 
Reed 
was placed in nom ination for Speaker by 
Henderson of Illinois. 
The m ention of Reed’s name was the 
signal for applause on the Republican side, 
which was returned with interest by the 
Democrats when McCreary of Kentucky 
nom inated Carlisle. The vote resulted: 
Reed, 166; Carlisle, 154; Cummings of New 
York, 1. Reed having been declared elected, 
the Speaker was escorted to the chair by 
McKinley and Carlisle amid applause, and 
the oath of office adm inistered by Kelley of 
Pennsylvania. 
Speaker Reed said : ‘‘I thank yon for the 
high office which your votes have be­ 
stowed upon me. 
It has been impossi­ 
ble not to be moved by its dignity and 
hoaor. Yet you may well im agine that I 
am not at thi9 m oment more impressed by 
its responsibilities under our system of 
government as it has 
been developed. 
These responsibilities and duties are both 
political and parliam entary. So far as the 
duties are political, I sincerely hope they 
may be performed w ith a proper sense of 
what is due all the people of the whole of 
the country. So far as they are parlia­ 
m entary, I hope with equal sincerity they 
m ay be performed with a proper sense of 
what is due both sides of the chamber. To 
the end that I may be successful in carry­ 
ing out your wishes, I invoke the consid­ 
erate judgm ent and the cordial aid of all 
the members of this House.” 
[Loud and 
long-continued applause ] 
The next step in the organization was the 
swearing in of the members elect as they 
ranged themselves in squads of twenty at a 
tim e in the space in lront ot the Clerk’s 
desk. The oath was administered by the 
Speaker. 
The Honse then proceeded to the elec­ 
tion of other officers. 
Edward McPherson 
was elected Clerk, Alfred Holmes Sergeant- 
at-Arms, C. A. Adams Doorkeeper aud 
Jam es L. W heat Postmaster. 
W hen it cante to the election of a Chap­ 
lain there was a fight. 
The Rev. Charles 
B. Ramsdell, the nominee of the Republi­ 
can caucus, was defeated, and the Chaplain 
of the last House, W illiam H . Milburn, 
the blind preacher, was re-elected. 
McKinley, Cannon and Carlisle were ap­ 
pointed a committee to inform the Presi­ 
dent that the House was organized and 
ready to proceed with business. 
Perkins of Kansas offered a resolution, 
which was adopted, providing for the draw ­ 
ing of seats by lot. 
On motion of McCreary of Kentucky, a 
resolution was adopted, the effect of which 
was to perm it ex-Speakers Banks. Randall 
and Carlisle and Kelley of Pennsylvania to 
select their seats. 
In accordance with McCreary’s resolu­ 
tion, Banks selected a seat to the left of the 
Speaker's desk, well in front. Randall's 
old seat was secured for him, and Kelley se­ 
lected that which he occupied for so many 
years. Carlisle selected a seat across the 
aisle from that occupied in the last session 
by Mills. 
Then the lottery began, and “P” proved 
the Incky letter, the first three names called 
being Pervy, Paynter and Perkins. 
Groevenor Breckinridge of Kentucky, 
Mason of Illinois, and Cannon were favored 
by fortnne, and retained tbeir old desks. 
McKinley obtained a desk well in the 
center of the house, with Hitt of Illinois as 
a neighbor. 
The first fortúnate New Yorkers were 
Farquehar, who seated himself in front of 
McKinley, and Flower, who chose the seat 
which he occupied before. 
Lodge of Mas- 
S3chusets preferred the companionship of 
McKinley and Hitt to a more prominent 
position, and joined the little gronp which 
had surrounded these popular members. 
Mills of Texas secured a Beat much less 
advantageously situated thau the one he 
had last session. 
When the drawing was concluded the 
Sergeant-at-Arms elect appeared at the bar 
of the House and qualified. 
Bayne of Pennsvlvania, offered a resolu­ 
tion directing the Speaker to appoint Com­ 
mittees on Rules, Accounts, Enrolled Bilis 
and Mileage, each to consist of the same 
number o f members as is provided for by 
the rulaa of the Fiftieth Congress, and re­ 
ferring the rules of the Fiftieth Congress to 
the Committee on Rales. 
Adopted. 
Adjourned. 


SENATOR STANFORD. 


H e W ill Introduce a B ill to A id M ntnal 
A ssociations. 
W ash in gton , 
December 
2d.—Senator 
Stanford will introduce a bill to encourage 


co-operation and to provide for the forma­ 
tion of an association for the purpose of 
conducting any lawful business and divid­ 
ing the profits thereof among the members. 
The title fully explains the bill. 
It provides for the association and or­ 
ganization of individuals with or w ithout 
capital. It gives no exclusive privileges 
and is intended onlv to aid the natural 
right of association. The Senator has very 
pronounced views on co-operation, which 
have grown and even strengthened since 
the original draft of the bill was first pre­ 
sented in 1887. 
"The organization of individuals for a 
common purpose,” he says, "gives the 
strength and capacity of the ablest to the 
association. The weakest, those of the 
least capacity, are brought up in advan­ 
tages to the level of the best. Such an as­ 
sociation will give its members the full 
fruits of their labor. Co-operation I be­ 
lieve to be means whereby the highest pos­ 
sibilities of hum anity may be reached. 
The best teacher is he who strives to m ake 
men satisfied with what they are. 
The 
system of the Creator is wholly beneficent. 
He supplies to man every reasonable want. 
The earth gives abnndantly and whether 
every w ant is supplied depends upon the 
application of force to these inexhaustible 
supplies. 
"Poverty,” he continued, “ is not a ne­ 
cessity. W ant is not a necessity. If it were, 
then the beneficence of the Creator might 
well be questioned. 
W hen we see what has 
been done in the past century we have rea­ 
son to hope for alm ost everything in the 
next. These facts were impressed on m eas 
I came, through the busy villages, towns 
and cities of Pennsvlvania. 
How could we 
get along without the railroads? It would 
not be possible; yet the industry has grown 
alm ost wholly in this century.” 
Mr. Stanford has an ideal organization in 
mind, a law under which men and women 
may unite for the best distribution of their 
various talen s, and to the end that they 
may be continuously employed, thus m ulti­ 
plying m any tim es the m axim um power of 
production and attaining the highest possi­ 
bilities of hum anity. The whole theory is 
based on the idea that the world’s supplies 
of the necessaries, the comforts, the ele­ 
gancies and the splendors of life are only 
measured by the am ount of intelligent la­ 
bor that is applied to the cultivation of the 
soil, to the working of the mines, of quar­ 
ries and of forests and tbeir products, and 
if there is want among the provident and 
industrious it m ust be for the lack of the 
intelligent direction and application 
of 
labor. 


PUBLIC DEBT. 


R eceipts From A ll Sources in Novem ber, 
830,716,967 13. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 2d.—The public 
debt statem ent issued 
to-night by the 
Treasury Departm ent shows the total debt 
as $1.617,372,413 35, and the net debt as $1,­ 
056.081,004 73. 
This is a reduction of $4,829,672 52 since 
November 1st, and over twelve and a half 
m illions since July 1st. 
Treasurer H usten’s statem ent of assets 
and liabilities shows a surplus ot $40,249,­ 
187 24, exclusive of m inor and fractional 
silver coin. 
Receipts by the Government from all 
sources during November were $30,716,­ 
967 13. The expenditures during the same 
period were $25,334 758 10, ot which nearly 
eleven m illions were for pensions. 


MONGOLIAN 
PROTEST. 


A Long L etter from the Chinese M inister 
to Secretary B laine. 
W a sh in g to n , December 2d.—The Chinese 
Minister has written a long letter to Secre­ 
tary Blaine protesting on behalf of his 
country against the law which restricts his 
countrym en from coming to the United 
States. 
H e says it is not right treatm ent to 
be accorded to a friendly nation, and espe­ 
cially when citizens of the United States 
are freely allowed to enter China and enter 
into business. Therefore he desires to en­ 
ter his country's em phatic protest and urge 
that the law be repealed. 
Inquiry at the 
State D epartm ent was answered by a state­ 
m ent that the letter has been received, but 
the officials decline to m ake public the 
contents, as it was diplomatic m atter.

TH E CRONIN CASE. 


T estim ony in R ebuttal R egarding the 
D octor’* K nives. 
C hicago, December 2J.—At the opening 
of the Cronin case this morning, testimony 
in rebuttal was presented regarding the 
knives, said to be Cronin’s, found on Cough­ 
lin when he was arrested. 
Antone Lowenstein, a tailor, said he saw 
Coughlin have knives sim ilar to them on 
April 27th. 
Jake Lowenstein, A ntone’s brother and 
Coughlin’s partner on the detective force, 
swore th at 
Coughlin owned two such 
knives. 
Jndge W ing then resumed his argum ent 
to the jury on behalf of the defen-e. 
W ing continued his review of the evi­ 
dence, and coming down to the two knives 
supposed to be Cronin's, said this question 
is very easily disposed of by two proposi­ 
tion. First—Coughlin is either guilty or 
innocent. 
He could not have had those 
knives if they were Cronin’s. 
If guilty he 
would not have had them if they were 
Cronin’s. 
Those two plain propositions in the 
m ind of any reasoning m an would be the 
end of that knife episode—the last and 
grand climax that the State gave to the 
case of suspicion against these men. 
Judge W ing then took up the question of 
alleged conspiracy in Camp 2U. The State, 
be said, had to m ake out a conspiracy be­ 
cause this case could not be m aintained in 
any Court of [justice against defendants un­ 
less the fact of conspiracy was established 
beyond all reasonable doubt. 
Speaking of the ways in which to estab­ 
lish conspiracy, he said: You can consider 
all the proven facts, and from that infer 
the conspiracy, if the conspiracy is proven 
by that process 
beyond all reasonable 
doubt. It is fair and it is right under the 
law that when you are weighing any cir­ 
cumstance against Coughlin you should 
look at that circumstance in the light of 
the law, but not in the light of the facts 
proven against the other men. 
I object to this jury or Court taking a 
partly proven conspiracy, and from it giv­ 
ing color aud character to the individual 
circumstances and acts proven against my 
client. 
W ing then went on to say that he never 
heard presented so aosurd a theory of con­ 
spiracy as the State presents in this case. 
The State pretends, he said, that there are 
a m ultitude of circumstances which, if con­ 
sidered, lead to a conclusion of conspiracy 
independent of Camp 20. T hat is not m a­ 
terial. The question is, w hether the acts 
proven agaiDst the men on trial indicate 
that they were crim inal participants in the 
same conspiracy which resulted in Cronin’s 
death. 
It may be his death did result from con­ 
spiracy, but that is not what you are here 
to try. 
If it is uncertain, then there m ust 
be an acquittal; aud that there is uncer­ 
tainty about it, trom its inception to its end, 
is most conclusively demonstrated 
The speaker then went on to argue that 
the various circumstances adduced in the 
evidence to show Coughlin's connection 
with the crime were consistent with the 
theory of innocence. As to the noted white 
horse, even if it were the anim al which 
drew Cronin to his death, still Coughlin 
m ight be innnocent. 
He m ight not nave 
known w hat the m an from 
Michigan 
wanted it for. 


THE M INNEAPOLIS HORROR. 


Searching the R uins for M issing Men — 
R elief M easures. 


M i n n e a p o l i s , December 2d.—It has not 
yet been definitely ascertained w hether or 
not there are more bodies in the ruins of 
the Tribune building, it being impossible as 
yet to institute a thorough search. 
W ho the men were who were seen to 
shoot themselves rather than suffer by the 
flames has not yet been decided. The 
women and children who went up into the 
building shortly before the fire broke out 
have turned un safe. Measures for the re­ 
lief of the sufferers and the families of the 
victims are actively under way. 
Newspaper men have frequent occasion 
to report the bereavement ot others, but it 
is seldom so m any are taken from their 
own rank9 at one time. 
Besides the Associated Pres3 men, Igoe 
and Miles, the list of the dead includes 
M illman of the Tribune and Pickett of 
the i'ioneer Tress, all good and true men. 
To-night the newspaper men of the two 
cities held m eetings for the purpose of giv­ 
ing expressions to their feelings in the 
m atter, and during the day the ministers 
of M inneapolis, as well as the Board of 
Trade, adopted resolutions of sym pathy. 


H E DIED A BRAVE MAN. 


C i n c i n n a t i , December 2d.—The Enquirer 
has this editorial: 
"If anything can m iti­ 
gate the horrors of the holocaust such as 
that in M inneapolis Saturday night it is 
such examples of heroism as set by Jam es 
Igoe, the unfortunate aDd undaunted oper­ 
ator. Well may bitter tears be shed by his 
widow, children and friends because of the 
terriblene3S of his taking-off, but they can 
always remember with pride that he died a 
brave mao. 
"H is children need look nowhere else for 
lesson in devotiou to duty. H e knew that 
beneath him the fire was raging. 
He 
’broke’ his colleague in New York to tell 
him the third story was on tire, adding, 
and ‘I’m on the seventh floor.’ 
"H e knew the only way of escape was by 
the narrow winding stairway, yet he fal­ 
tered only a m oment and then he gave the 
signal, ‘Ó. A .’ (go ahead), and with the 
roaring furnace underfoot sat quietly at the 
key and took 200 words. 
He stuck to his 
post to the very last and then flashed over 
the wire his last message: 
“ ’Boys, I’ve got to stand yon off. I’m the 
only one left on the floor. 
Everybody has 
gone and I can’t stay any longer.’ 
"Poor Igoe had stayed too long. He had 
been faithful till death. 
"Igoe and Ogle. 
Well may telegraphers 
feel their heart9 swell with pride when 
their names are mentioned. Igoe, the man, 
Ogle, the woman, both operators, both mar­ 
tyrs to duty.” 
[The Ogle referred to above is Mrs. Ogle, 
the heroic woman who remained at her 
post in the Johnstown teleeraph office, 
warning other points in the valley below 
until she was swept away herself by the 
great flood ] 


ADDITIONAL FACTS. 
The holocaust of Saturday night is the 
chief topic of conversation. Crowds surged 
about tbe ruins all day. and the hunt for 
friends is by no means over. 
Men have visited the newspaper offices 
to-day, with tears streaming down their 
cheeks, asking for friends located in the 
building whom they have not seen since 
the fire. 
The ruins of the Tribune building are 
still too hot to permit of a search for the 
bodies supposed to be buried in the debt¡9. 
A llis yet speculation as to the number of 
victims besioes those recovered and identi­ 
fied. Charles Smith, the elevator man, 
who made three trips after the building 
was in a blaze to-day advanced a theory 
which is generally accepted, as to the cause 
of the fire. 
He says the blaze originated 
in a room on the tloor occupied by an 
artist, and in which were stored a quantity 
of paints and other combustibles. 
Subscriptions for the relief of the families 
of the victims have been opened, and the 
Associated Press is providing 
for 
the 
widows and children of the operators Igoe 
and Miles. 
The bodies of those two men 
were to-day removed to the home of Miles’ 
widow, and will remain there until W eunes- 
day. when the funeral will take place. 
The Coroner’s inquest began to-day. A 
number of witnesses were examined and 
the bodies of tbe seven known victims 
identified. 
The causes of death were determined in 


each case being chieflv from a shock and 
fractures of the skull. 
W illiams Milimau was the only one 
whose death probably was caused by bum s. 
The inquest will continue for several days. 
The Board of Trade to-day adopted resolu­ 
tions of sym pathy, and to-night the press 
clubs of the Twin Cities held meetings and 
took sim ilar action. 


FATAL FLAMES. 


Several P eople Bnraed to H eath In P h ila ­ 
delphia. 
P h ila d e lp h ia (Pa ), December 2d.—A 
three-story brick building at the corner of 
Second and H untington 
streets burned 
early this morning. The basement and 
first floor were used by Gustave Gross as a 
bakery. The second floor was occupied as 
a dwelling by Gross, his wife and four 
children, and on the third floor was the 
dwelling of Joseph Bitner, w ith his wife 
and four children. 
The fire burned so rapidly that before the 
occupants could be aroused the following 
were burned to death : Mrs. Annie Bitner 
aged 35; Ida Bitner, aged 4 ; George Bit­ 
ner, aged 9 m onths; Gustave Gross, Jr., 
aged 11; Bruno Gross, aged 5, and Mrs. 
M innie Gross. 
H attie Gross, Joseph Bitner and John 
Ellauson were seriously injured. The other 
occupants escaped without serious hurt.

A Captain A pologizes for B eing Drunk 
and Swears Off.

diately approved. 
The effect of tbe two cents per m ile law 
in Michigan is said to have increased the 
average cost of traveling In that State, the 
roads refusing to grant excursion rates 
since that law went into effect. 
Good B eer W asted, 
N e w a rk (N. J.), December 2d.—An ex 
plosion occurred this aiiernoon in Treafze’s 
brewery, presum ably from gas escaping 
from the am m onia pipes in the ice m a­ 
chine. 
Instantly alter the explosion a 
great tlood of beer eushed through the rear 
windows, where the vats stood, and ran in 
streams across F ranklin street and down to 
the houses below. Thousands of gallons 
ot m alt liquid were wasted.

T he City Trustees m et yesterday in regu­ 
lar weekly session. Present—M ayor Greg­ 
ory and Trustees M cLaughlin and Wolf. 
T he report of the Chief Engineer of the 
W a terw o rk s showed that 21,15G,0C0gal­ 
lons of water had been pum ped, the H olly 
pum p running 168 hours. 
The report of the Chief of Police for the 
m onth of November was as follows : A r­ 
rests, 331; 
lodgers 
accommodated, 117; 
m eals furnished, 1,304; cash on hand at 
last report, $10 70; received during the 
m onth. $-5 50; total receipts, $16 20; paid 
out, $10 50; on hand, $5 40. 
N. A. Kidder, H arborm aster, reported 
th at $146 50 dues were received during the 
m outh. 
A petition was received from residents of 
the neighborhood of Tw enty-eighth a n d j 
street, for the erection of an electric light 
m ast and light at that point. 
In discussing the m atter. Mayor Gregory 
said he was in favor of advertising for bids 
for the ?a e to the city of an electric light 
plant of 100, or 200, or 300-horse power. 
It was now costing the city about $42,000 
per year for 45 electric lights and 199 gas 
lam ps. 
He was satisfied the city could 
purchase aD electric light outfit for’not to 
exceed $20,000, and she already had plenty 
of steam power, engineers and other neces­ 
sary help for running a system of her own 
and giving the people plenty of light. 
At 
the same tim e the saviDg in expense would 
be sufficient to form a nucleus for a fund 
for the erection of a city hall. The people 
were dem anding m ore light in the out­ 
skirts of :he city, and each additional m ast 
entailed an extra expense. 
Trustee Volf said that, while he favored 
the M ayor's plan, he was not iu favor of 
imm ediate action in the m atter. It was 
som ething that should be inquired into 
m ore fully before advertising for the pu r­ 
chase of a plant. 
Trustee M cLaughlin moved that the 
m atter be referred to the Mayor and Super­ 
intendent of the W ater Worsts to investi­ 
gate and report thereon at the next m eet­ 
ing of the Board. So ordered. 
The report of R. W . Parker, Superin­ 
tendent of the City Cemetery, was as fol­ 
lows for the m onth of November:

T. M. Lindley, who had been directed to 
lay a stone sidewalk on the east side of 
Twelfth itieet, between F and G. was al­ 
lowed to postpone the same until the cin­ 
der foundation should have time to settle. 
Contracts for improving K street, from 
T w enty-sixth to 1 wenty-eighth, and the 
alley between H and I, Sixth and Seventh 
streets were awarded—the former to D. M. 
Cox and the litter to W illiam Snarr. 
A petition was received from the Sacra­ 
m ento Transportation Company asking for 
the lease oí a space of 70x104 feet on the 
river front for the use of a coal depot, etc. 
The premises desired extend southward 104 
feet from 'h e north line of O street, and 
westward 70 feet. Laid over. 
A citizen appeared before the Board and 
asked th ' . 
r,\ew alk be laid on P street, 
between I w ínty-fourth and Twenty-fiftb, 
on the north side. 
He had filled his walk 
to the grade, but others had Dot done so, 
and the block was sadly in need of a walk. 
T he Board ordered that a wooden walk 
be laid the entire length of the block. 
A resolution of intention was passed to 
improve O street, from Tenth to Twenty- 
first, by grading to the official grade, curb­ 
ing, etc 
Two weeks ago a contract for improving 
Fifteenth street, from H to L, was awarded 
to H . C. Ewing, but the award was can­ 
celled on account of a bid having been 
overlooked. Bids were reopened last week, 
among the bidders being Ewing and Bas­ 
sett <fc Xuohy. The bid of the latter firm 
was the lowest, and the contract was 
awarded to it. 
Street 
Commissioner M cLaughlin re­ 
ported that he had made the discovery that 
the expense would now be some $700 iu 
excess of what it would have been under 
the former contract. 
W hen the original bids were declared off 
Ewing appeared to be greatly disappointed, 
and rem arked that, as his figures had be­ 
come known, he would have to bid lower 
the next tim e ; but the result shows that, 
while Bass it & Tuohy overtopped his first 
bid some $700, he went them some better, 
as theirs was lower than his. 
M ayor Gregory said it looked to him as 
if the-e had- been a combination som e­ 
where, and he did not propose to see the 
property-boiders swindled in that way. 
Clerk McKee subm itted a letter from 
Bassett A Tuohy, protesting against the 
Board rescinding its action in awarding 
them the contract. 
M ayor Gregory said he was in favor of 
throw ing out the whole affair. 
Collusion 
was apparent, and he m oved that the 
award of the contract be revoked. 
Trustee M cLaughlin preferred to have 
the property-ewners take the work into 
their own hands at the figures awarded to 
Bassett A Tuohy. 
This proposition was also favored by 
Trustee Woif, and a motion to tnat effect 
was carried, the understanding being that 
if the property-owners do not accept the 
proposition the contract shall be annulled. 
Jesse Slaughter, who is under contract 
with the Trustees to haul dead anim als 
out of the city, complained that Vet­ 
erinary Surgeon Cutler did not recognize 
his authority, but gave the work to another 
party. 
Mayor Gregory then offered an ordinance 
repealing that section of the ordinance now 
in force which gives the Veterinary Sur­

• in such matters.

ANOTHER PIONEER GONE. 


D e a th o f J e r o m e S te p h e n s a t F re s n o o n 
T h a n k s g iv in g D ay . 
Jerom e Stephens, a brother of Postm aster 
Russ D. Stephens of this city, died at 
Fresno on the 23th inst. of acute pneumo­ 
nia. H e had started from his hom e in 
Fresno county to visit his brother Russ 
and be w ith him and his 
family on 
Thanksgiving Day. H e was attacked by 
pneum onia on reaching Fresno, at the 
house of his sister, Mrs. B. S. Booker. U n­ 
der the care of a physician he got much 
better and was about to resum e his journey 
to this city wheD, on the 27th, be had a re­ 
lapse and died on the 28th. Postm aster 
Stephens received the sad news just at the 
tim e he was expecting his brother to ar­ 
rive. H e started at onca for Fresno and re­ 
turned on Sunday night, after attending 
the funeral. 
Jerom e 
Stephens 
was well 
known 
throughout this county, and was 60 years 
of age at the rime of his death. H e leaves 
a widow and three children. 
H is father, 
Nathan Stevens, came to California in 1819, 
bringing with him five children, two sons 
and three daughters. The daughters m ar­ 
ried Jam es A. W aterman. B. S. Booker 
and A. M. Hood. 
Mrs. W aterm an died at 
Brighton in 1867. Mrs. Booker resides at 
Fresno and Mrs. Hood still resides in this 
county, about nine miles from Sacramento, 
and near where her father settled in 1S50.

TEE CITY ELECTION. 


N o M o re M a tte r D e stin e d to r th e B ay 
G o es a t G:50 P . M. 
Postm aster Stephens informed a R ecord- 
Ukion reporter yesterday that hereafter no 
more m ail m atter destined for San F ran­ 
cisco and vicinity would be sent on the 
overland train which leaves this city at 
6:50 p. m. “ We have been sending m ail by 
this train for some tim e,” he said, ‘‘but we 
found that it was sim ply wasting time. 
The train which leaves here at that hour 
does not reach the Bay until about 11 
o’clock, and it carries no postal clerk. We 
have always had to depend upon the bag­ 
gagemen to take care of it. 
The tesult was 
that when the Oakland pier was reached 
the mail bags were thrown out upon the 
wharf, and there thev rem ained all night 
until the arrival ot the Oregon express, 
when they were picked up by the laiter’s 
postal clerk and taken across the bay along 
with the mail carried by the Oregon ex­ 
press. As we also send m ail down on the 
Oregon, you can readily see tbat there is 
not a m om ent of time saved by sending 
any on that 6:50 train. 
You see it is not a 
m ail train, and no provisions have ever 
been made for transferring our m ail from 
Oakland to Sau Francisco.” 
The last m ail which is now taken to the 
Bay daily goes on the train which leaves 
this city at 3:05 p. m. 
Four m ails are sent 
each day. The first goes on the Oregon 
express at 4 A. m , the second at 6:15 A. M , 
the third at 11:25 A. M. and the fourth at 
3:05 P. M. 


N a tio n a l G u a rd L a v s . 
The laws and regulations to govern the 
National Guard of this State promulgated 
by the A djutant-G enerals office are now in 
the hands of the State P rinter, and are ex­ 
pected to be ready for distribution in the 
early part of next February. This is a 
work that has been sadly needed by officers 
and members of the National Guard. A t­ 
tached to the regulations is an appendix 
which embraces the signal code and other 
m atters ot interest to the citizen soldier. 
This work has been compiled and edited 
by Colonel Perrie Kewen, assisted by Ad­ 
jutant-General Orton in the revision of the 
same. It is claimed for it to be the most 
complete regulations ever issued by any 
National Guard in this or any other State. 
Colonel Kewen devoted his leisure hours 
and spare time for about a year perfecting 
the work. The work will succeed the one 
compiled by AdjutaDt-General Backus in 
18S0, which has gone out of date.

PRISON DIRECTORS. 


T h e F o ls o m M e e tin g —Io n e ite s 
P r o te s t 
A g a in s t T o n S c h m id t's R e p o r t. 
At a meeting of the Prison Directors at 
the Folsom State Prison on Friday even­ 
ing there were present President Devlin 
and Directors DePue and Sonntag. 
A comm unication was received from H. 
C. Livermore, President of the Folsom 
W ater Power Company, stating that certain 
articles appearing in a Sau Francisco paper, 
to the effect that the contract between the 
State and the company for the construction 
of the dam was disadvantageous to the 
State, were not correct. 
H e asked the 
Board to investigate the m atter, and if it 
concluded that the contract was not profit­ 
able to the State the company wsmid re­ 
scind and pay the State a fair equivalent 
for the labor on the dam rendered up to 
date, and would complete the dam at their 
own expense. 
President Devlin said that the State, on 
its part, veconveyed to the company all the 
rights it obtained by sach contracts. The

GLADSTONE’S ADDBESS. 


H e A dvocates a Liberal Policy for the 
B ural Population. 
London, December 2d.—The m eeting of 
the Liberal Federation began at M an­ 
chester to-day. Gladstone delivered an ad­ 
dress. 
He said the local governm ent bill 
did not meet the legitim ate demands of the 
country. 
He advocated granting to County 
Councils the powers of taxation, the con­ 
trol of the police, the liquor traffic and care 
of the poor, the question of ground rents 
and to form District Councils, and he 
would possibly go further and establish a 
parish principle of the Government, and 
thus convey to the rural population the 
first elements of their public education and 
create a sense of public duty, which is the 
higher aim of the statesman. 
The provisions for direct Scottish and 
W elsh home rule, Gladstone said, m ust be 
dealt with by future Parliam ents. 
H e referred to his approaching eightieth 
birthday, and said it was not probable that 
he should have a direct interest in many 
future great reforms. 
Referring to the re­ 
cent transactions in Crete and Armenia, he 
said it is difficult to deal with Tnrkey. 
He 
trusted the Governm ent would not use 
honeyed words in m atters involving prop­ 
erty, liberty, life and female honor. The 
country would not adm it apologies and 
palliations for cruelties and wickedness. 
Gladstone predicted a Liberal victory at 
the next election for members of Parlia­ 
m ent. 


T nA T IRISH COLLEGE. 


B alfour Says I t was a P resent w ith a 
String to It. 
Glasgow, December 2d —Balfour in a 
speech here to-day set forth the ideas of the 
Governm ent on the proposed Irish College. 
H e declared, however, he would never ad­ 
vise his colleagues to embark upon the 
arduous enterprise unless the following 
necessary conditions were followed : 
First—The boon should be cordially ac­ 
cepted by the Irish people. 
Second—The offer shall not be used as a 
political weapon by one party in Parlia­ 
m ent against its opponents.
